IN RESCUE AND RESUSCITATION 


L. was a cold winter afternoon and a tele- 
phone construction crew was working along 
South Road in Bedford, Massachusetts. 


Suddenly they heard a boy's voice from 
a nearby creek, 


“Help! ... over here... help!” 


Robert B. Foley was the first telephone 
man to reach the bank. A frantic boy told 
him that his buddy, Donald King, had fallen 
into a hole and was under the ice. 


Foley crawled over the surface flat on his 


stomach to distribute his weight and keep 
the ice from breaking. He got to the hole 


Suddenly there was a splashing in the hole in the 
ice. It was Foley, and he had the boy in his arms. 


and without hesitating let himself down in 
the water, clear out of sight. 

He went down twice without finding 
Donald. Then the boy on the bank yelled . . . 

“No, not that hole. The one over there.” 

Down went Foley for the third time, 
pushing himsclf along under the ice toward 
a smaller hole, five or six fect away. 

The next few seconds seemed like years, 
for he was out of sight. ‘Then suddenly there 
was a splashing in the open water. It was 
Foley, and he had the boy in his arms. 

Immediately John F. Fitzgerald, the fore- 
man of the construction crew—traincd for first 


aid in emergencics—started to resuscitate the 
boy and had him breathing by the time the 
police and firemen arrived with an inhalator.

In recognition of their decd, Robert Foley 
and John Fitzgerald were given Vail Medals, 
the traditional awards to telephone people 
for meritorious acts performed in the public 
service.

Malcolm S. Cate, Jr., Harold G. Nelson, John 
T. Cochran, Howard C. Roche and James 
II. Lucas, the other members of the construc- 
tion crew, received Company Citations.

State Dean Acheson, who during this period 
had acquired a commanding voice in strategic 
decisions. In late December, at a now famous 
meeting of the National Security Council, Sec- 
retary Acheson concentrated on the half-fact 
that the military was unready to station U.S. 
forces on Formosa. At no time did he or mem- 
bers of the JCS, sitting by in passive assent, con- 
sider General MacArthur's paramount point 
that a declaration of U.S. interest in Formosa 
was what counted, The President heeded Mr. 
Acheson's advice. General MacArthur said lat- 
er that when a policy of no interest in Formosa 
was announced, he felt that the U.S. had suf- 
fered one of its gravest defeats and that the So- 
viet Union had won one of its greatest victories. 
But in public he said nothing. 

June-Novemper 1950. The North Korean 
attack on June 25 astonished General MacAr- 
thur. So did President Truman’s order to him 
to oppose the attack. “I was knocked on my 
heels,” General MacArthur said later. 

Vital as they seemed at the time, General 
MacArthur's failures and successes in forecast- 
ing the course of the war were less important 
in determining his relations with Washington 
than the underlying issue of U.S. strategy in 
Asia. Two episodes in August forecast the fu- 
ture. On August 1 he visited Chiang Kai-shek 
on Formosa, On August 28 he released the first 
full statement of his views on Formosa. The hos- 
tile reaction to both of these episodes genuinely 
astounded MacArthur. He had taken the Pres- 
ident’s statement of June 27, ordering the Sev- 
enth Fleet to protect Formosa, as a clear and 
complete reversal of the previous position, A 
visitor who pointed out on August 21 that the 
President’s statement indicated no change in 
political attitude toward Formosa was told, 
with patient forbearance, that he didn’t know 
what he was talking about. General MacArthur 
actually expected to receive the President's 
thanks for supporting Truman policy; he was 
flabbergasted when he was rebuked and ordered 
to withdraw the Formosa statement. 


“An entirely new war” 


For a revealing reason, these setbacks did not 
immediately alter General MacArthur's con- 
viction—privately expressed at the time—that 
he and the President were together on funda- 
mentals, The reason was simply that after all 
the years of neglect, he felt that he was at last in 
touch with his commander in chief. In the new 
circumstances healso felt that he had less reason 
than ever to fool with the Pentagon and the 
State Department, All the differences of basic 
policy receded in his mind and talk—for a while, 

On Oct, 14 he met the President at Wake 
Island. On Oct. 19, back in Washington, the 
President said of General MacArthur, “He is a 
member of the government of the United States. 
He is loyal to that government. He is loyal to 
the President.

Unshaven and half-awake, the newsmen rushed 
to Joe Short’s office speculating among them- 
selves whether 1) the President was dead or 2) 
another war had been declared. 


Sharply at 12:56 a.m. on Wednesday, Short (fore- 
ground) broke the news that MacArthur had been 
stripped of all his commands, Stationing two se- 
cret servicemen at the door to see that no report- 
er would escape with a scoop, he read the facts 
‘from a report it had taken him and his staff all 
evening to prepare.

and forth in front of the British Consulate for 
more than two years. In Lafayette, Ind. work- 
ers carrying signs saying “Impeach Truman” 
paraded two miles in the rain to the telegraph 
office to send messages to Washington. And in 
Chicago some angry mothers, whose sons had 
been fighting under MacArthur in Korea, put 
up their umbrellas on a sunny day (above). In 
Atlanta, Guy Jackson got so mad about Mac- 
Arthur's recall that he took his Bronze Star, 
wrapped it in his citation and mailed it to Tru- 
man, who had signed it in the first place. 


After a small planning meeting in the morning 
the Republicans held a policy committee meeting 
in the afternoon. Joe Martin (top) took the time 
to come out into a courtyard of the Senate Office 
building, pose for the newsreel cameras and list 
some of the Republican charges to the public.

Senator Nixon of California got more than 600 tel- 
egrams on the first day. Most of them were in fa- 
vor of impeachment. One, sent by an ex-Marine, 
said, “My only suggestion to Truman: put Harry 
Vaughan in command.” It’s the largest sponta- 
neous reaction I’ve ever seen,” said Nixon happi- 
ly. Before the day was over Washington had sam- 
pled a record reaction. In less than 24 hours the 
White House alone had received 1,700 telegrams 
about MacArthur, three to one against removal. 


Practically no one kept his mouth shut—New 
York’s Mayor Impellitteri (‘No comment”) 
and statesman Bernard Baruch (“What is the 
sense of my talking about it?”) were two excep- 
tions. By far the most enthusiastic backers of 
the move were the nations overseas, Britain, 
quite naturally, was delighted at the shift, al- 
though many agreed with the Duke of Marl- 
borough who, boarding a plane in New York, 
would only say, “It's been done in a rather un 
ceremonious way, don’t you think?” A" 
scare” dropped the price of stocks in New York 
and of gold in Hong Kong and in Paris, India, 
Denmark, Italy, Holland and Sweden were re- 
lieved at the news. Most concerned were the 
countries that knew MacArthur best. In Japan 
there was a deep feeling of sorrow. The Philip- 
pines invited him to come there for a rest and a 
legislator introduced a bill to change the name 
of Corregidor to MacArthur Island. But in the 
United Nations as a whole the change brought a 
wishful thought that Red China, which has 
balked at any real negotiation for Korean peace, 
might somehow be willing to talk business now. 
“T think,” said a Paris official, “that this was a 


strong blow against the Russians. . . . They saw 
the U.S. and Ited China getting embroiled. Had 
MacArthur stayed this might have happened.” 


The arguments were soon mired in personalities. 
One of the first to attack was Senator Jenner, who 
demanded that Truman be impeached and then 
allowed himself to be photographed double, in a 
mirror. On Wednesday night, when Senator Jo- 
seph McCarthy spoke in Milwaukee, the discus- 
sion sank to its lowest level. McCarthy hinted 
heavily that the President’s decisions were fogged 
with “bourbon and benedictine” and that he should 
be fired. “The son of a bitch,” said McCarthy, 
later denying he said it, “ought to be impeached.” 


In quite other ways, it had been a special day for 
Truman and Dean Acheson, Itwas the end of the 
President's sixth year in office and was the sec 
retary’s 58th birthday. Mr. Acheson's friends 
gave him a little party in the Senate. 


At 10:30 p.m., to a nationwide audience, the Presi« 
dent explained why he had fired MacArthur. “It 


was with the deepest personal regret,” he stated. 
In a speech clearly prepared on short notice, he 
said he was acting to maintain peace. But he did 
not really try to explain how his actions would ac- 
complish this. 


As the 24 hours ended, General James Van Fleet 
was on his way to Korea on 20 hours’ notice to 
replace Eighth Army's General Matt Ridgway 
who, in the sudden turn of events, had taken 
over General MacArthur's job.

EDITORIAL 


THE ROLE OF MacARTHOR 
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HE HAS A HISTORIC OPPORTUNITY TO BRING FOCUS AND FORCE TO U.S. POLICY 


General MacArthur has a great role—a role of greatness— 
to play in this country now. 

The size of the role is indicated by the fact that he was 
ousted for no petty reason but because he chose to chal- 
lenge the whole drift of events and the dominant attitudes 
of the Government of the United States and of the United 
Nations. 

Tf we remind ourselves of some of MacArthur's distin- 
guishing qualities and characteristics, we shall be able to 
sketch the nature of the role itself and his fitness for it. 

MacArthur is a man of the West, a man of Asia and an 
American. 

MacArthur is a man of the We est.

recognized the truth of what we hay 
MacArthur. But it is significant and terribly important 
that MacArthur is a man of Asia. He is today the only 
man of the West who has in Asia not only immense pres- 
tige but also the devoted loyalty of millions and millions 
of Asians. True, he has bitter enemies there. But who are 
they? They are the Communists and their dupes. For the 
people of Japan, for the people of the Philippines and of 
other islands, for the hundreds of thousands of anti-Com- 
munists in China, MacArthur is a great symbol. How do 
they think of him? As imperialist? Conqueror? No—as 
liberator and friend. 


His qualities fit our needs 


MacArthur is an American. He has not been in this coun- 
try for 13 years. He may be “out of touch,” as his enemies 
hope and some friends fear. But his is not the pulse-taking 
patriotism and he is certainly not the typical American 
of this or any week's Gallup poll. He is something more 
important: he is the basic American. Indelibly stamped 
upon his character are the basic precepts by which this 
nation has lived and either will live or, in denial of them, 
perish. 

Besides being a man of the West, a man of Asia and an 
American, MacArthur is a number of other th He isa 
master of his profession—the profession of arms. This he 
considers to be an honorable profession; he has served it 
with honor. He is a statesman—a title which few can claim 
today but which he earned in Japan by a performance with- 
out precedent in history. 

Finally, MacArthur, though he may be charged with 
vanity, has the humility to believe in God. This last fact 
has an important consequence for this hour. For it means 


that for him it is impossible to divorce policy and action 
from moral principle. He may not always do the right 
thing, he may do wrong: the point is that for him Right 
and Wrong are basic considerations. 

Applying these characteristics of MacArthur to our 
present confused and perilous situation, we see how aptly 
they fit our needs. 

We need a man of the West because we need a grand alli- 
ance of all those national and spiritual elements in Europe 
and the Americas which are still in allegiance to the highest 
ideals of the West and which refuse suicide and cynicism. 
(We can’t win the struggle for the world through vulgar, 
ignorant, provincial nationalism on either side of the At- 
lantic.) But the leader of the West—whether as spokesman 
or statesman—must be an American; for circumstances 
have devolved the task of leadership upon this country. 
We need a man of the West who, by deeds and character, 
is accepted as a true friend of Asia-in-travail. We need 
above all aman of moral principles—that is to say, of moral 
principles clearly understood so that the policy and action 
he prop n be—and inevitably will be—grounded in 
moral principle. 


Our perils are his test 


It may seem impossible that any man could rise to the 
greatness which our present perils demand. At the mo- 
nt, although he wears as he always will the five stars of 
a General of the Army, MacArthur is free to speak plainly 
and honest low-Americans and the world, He 
has no political obligations and will, we hope, contract 
c. He will, we hope, be wary of all cliques or claques 
ich even now so blatantly seek to use him for ends less 
noble than we believe his to be. Surely he is wise enough 
to know that he can be destroyed by idolatrous friends no 
less than by obvious enemies. 

MacArthur's task now is to speak—to cut through and 
disperse the doubletalk, the poisonous polities, the mean- 
ness and smallness of most of the speech by which we have 
been engulfed in these Jast months. He will speak to North- 
erners and Southerners, to Democrats and Republicans, to 
men whose ancestors came with the Mayflower and to the 
refugees who came yesterday. MacArthur may have other 
tasks to perform later, in or out of government, but in the: 
next few weeks his task is to put before the nation a believ- 
able poliey—to tell us what we ought to do, and why, and 
to challenge us to choose our course, now. 

What is certain is that this nation cannot remain in the 
passive, helpless and hopeless position into which it was 
put by President Truman’s speech on April 11. In defend- 
ing his removal of MacArthur, Truman moved on to a 
calamitous error: he defined the policy of the United States 
in a way that ties the nation’s hands and gives all initia- 
°, all power of choice to the enemy. Not even Amer 
ica is strong enough to win if it has to fight under that 
handicap. 

Can any man rise to the greatness our perils demand? 
MacArthur may fail—and the cloud of disillusionment 
may again darken the already dreary landscape of our time. 
Yet he seems to have been shaped for a role of greatnes: 
His chance of fulfilling it may be measurably increased by 
every American who will strive himself, in his own think- 
ing and in his own private judgment, to rise as an individ- 
ual to the greatness of this hour.

HEMISPHERIC FRIENDS 


American republics resolve to help each other 


In Washington on April 7 the fourth consultative meeting of the for- 
eign ministers of the 21 American republics drew to a close. Called to 
plan greater economic security and tighten hemisphere defense against 
Communism, the two weeks of mectings accomplished their purpose, 
as was attested by the big blue leather volume of resolutions which all 
participants signed (below). The American republics will proceed with 
the planning of a joint defense, to which each nation’s armed forces 
will be available, It was also recommended that forces be made available 
for Korean service. The internal security of each nation will be studied 
and improved, although not at the expense of civil liberties. Possibly 
more important than any of these was the aura of good feeling engen- 
dered by the meeting. The conferees listened carefully, patched up some 
feuds and gained deeper respect for each other. Even Argentina (next 
page) got no brickbats, amicably went along with conference decisions.

give supply a chance to catch up with us, 
but the force to be maintained on the end 
of that line increased from day to day with 
the growth in build-up. 

Driving east on this logistical shoestring, I 
feared that the liberation of Paris might cause 
our supply line to snap. Each ton that went 
into that city would mean one less for the 
front, and G-5 of army group had estimated 
the Parisians would require an initial 4,000 
tons per day. If Paris could pull in its belt and 
live with the Germans a little longer, each 
4,000 tons we saved would mean gasoline 
enough for a three days’ motor march toward 
the German border. 

As early as Aug, 17 Paris had begun to show 
its stringy nerves as the armies of liberation 
approached. When tanks of the 7th Armored 
Division clattered through the cobblestone 
square of Chartres, the Gestapo in Paris 
loaded its vans and prepared for evacuation, 
and sporadic street fighting broke out. 

When the street fighting showed signs of 
getting out of hand early on Aug. 19, M. Raoul 
Nordling, the Swedish consul general in Paris, 
went to see General Dietrich von Choltitz, 
commandant of the German garrison, The 
general seemed depressed and disheartened. 

“The revolution in Paris has begun,” he 


passed through on what was supposed to be a combat 


mission. French troops regained momentum after 


declared. “I must go with my assault guns 
and attack the Prefecture of Polic 

Von Choltitz looked across the Tuileries 
gardens. “I’m sorry it’s turned out this way,” 
he said. “Since Stalingrad I have been an un- 
lucky commander. It is always my lot to de- 
fend the rear of the German army. And each 
time it happens I am ordered to destroy each 
city as I leave it.” He grinned sardonically 
and turned toward Nordling. “Now I shall 
be remembered as the man who destroyed 
Paris.” 

No longer in doubt as to the German's dis- 
taste for his mission, Nordling maneuvered 
for time. “Don’t do he begged. “Don’t 
do it until first I consult with the Resistance.”

Leclere was ordered to start immediately 
on Aug. 22, but it was the following morning 
before he got under way. For the next 24 
hours the French 2nd Armored stumbled re- 
luctantly through a Gallic wall as townsfolk 
along the line of march slowed the French ad- 
vance with wine and celebration. Although I 
could not censure them for responding to 
this hospitality of their countrymen, neither 
could I wait for them to dance their way to 
Paris. If von Choltitz was to deliver the city, 
we had a compact to fulfill.

When Eisenhower backed Mon y 
the latter’s thrust to the north, he also com- 
mitted himself to the logistical support of 
21st Group—at U.S. expense, if necessary. 
To make certain that our principal effort 
would go in support of Monty, Eisenhower 
rationed the limited supplies of gasoline and 
ammunition available to my armies. He re- 
quired me to allot the bulk of it to Hodges. 
Patton was to go as far as he could in his 
advance toward the Reich. But in the event 
of a logistical showdown, Montgomery and 
Hodges were to be supplied even if Patton 
had to be halted. 

The logistical crisis that now threatened 
to halt us where the enemy could not had 
come not as the result of a breakdown in sup- 
ply but as the inevitable consequence of an 
unexpectedly speedy advance. Despite its 
achievements, even U.S. logistical know- 
how could not stretch its lines that fast. By 
the end of August, Third Army had reached 
Verdun, about 400 miles from Cherbourg. 
Even the Red Ball Express, with its one-way, 
high-speed columns, fell behind the mini- 
mum tonnage requirements of our armies.

Inevitable though it was, this September 
crisis in supply bred an angry sense of frus- 
tration among U.S. combat units. Infuriated 
by the empty gas tanks that choked off their 
easy advance, they upbraided the hapless 
Com (Communications Zone) for their 
misfortunes. Although Com Z could not have 
anticipated the enemy's rapid collapse, it 
offered fair game to the field forces in search 
of a whipping boy. 

As commanding general of the Commu- 
ions Zone, the imperious but brilliant 
Licut. General J. C. H. Lee was Eisenhower's 
chief logistician for all U.S. forces. An ener- 
getic and imaginative commander with bold 
executive talents, Lee suffered however from 
an unfortunate pomposity that caused oth- 
ers to underrate his skills. Administratively 
his was probably the most exacting task in 
the ETO, and although Lee worked at it with 
the swagger of a martinet he usually deliy- 
ered the goods. 

In his anxiety to assume personal direction 
of supply operations in France, Lee had fer- 
ried the vanguard of Com Z headquarters 
from London to Normandy early in August. 
To house his enormous CP in the field, he 
built a Nissen hut cantonment that required 
an extravagant quantity of tonnage at a time 
when tonnage was tight. 


ONG before we liberated Paris, Eisen- 

hower had declared he would ban the 
ity to headquarters commands and reserve 
its hotels for the use of troops on furlough. 
Ike's intentions apparently were not com- 
municated to Lee, for on Aug. 30 we heard 
that Com Z had abandoned its Nissen huts in 
Normandy for the comfortable boulevards 
of Paris. In addition to being provoked over 
Com Z’s pirating of these hotels, I was irri- 
tated to learn that Lee had picked up his head- 
quarters and dragged it 200 miles during the 
heat of our supply crisis. Field forces in com- 
bat have always begrudged the supply serv- 
ices their rear-echelon comforts. When the

topical. One of Bradley's favorites (below, top right) was hand-drawn on Dec. 
18 while Major General Raymond (“Tubby”) Barton’s 4th Division was 
holding a precarious position on the Sauer River near Luxembourg, General 
Patton's offering (bottom right) reflected the personality but not the situa- 
tion of the sender who at the time had turned north to attack the flank of the 
Bulge.

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been multiplied by the charms of Paris, the 
injustice rankled all the deeper and festered 
there throughout the war. 


EPTEMBER 1944 marked the month of 

the big bust. But before the bust came 
the boom and until the German halted our 
tanks in the dragon’s teeth of his Siegfried 
Line, we bounded along across France on the 
headiest and most optimistic advance of the 
European war. 

On the sunny afternoon of Sept. 13 tanks 
from the 3rd Armored Division of the VII 
Corps broke across the German border in 
strength through a soft spot in the Siegfried 
Line just 10 miles south of Aachen. After 
three successful invasions of Western Eu- 
rope in 70 years, the German army had been 
hurled back into its homeland. The news 
reached me at Dove, a few miles east of Paris 
where my 12th Army Group’s headquarters 
was about to pull up stakes for the long leap 
to Verdun, 

But news of this border crossing could not 
hide the fact that at last we had run out of mo- 
mentum, forno sooner had our troops crossed 
the frontier than we jarred to a sudden halt. 
The six dizzying weeks of Breakout had end- 
ed. For the next two months we were to wait 
on the Siegfried Line until the long supply line 
that reached back to Cherbourg was supple- 
mented by another at Antwerp. With rein- 
forcements brought in from east of the Rhine, 
theenemy had re-established his position. Our 
dash to the Rhine had failed and with it went 
our one best hope for an early German sur- 
render. 

Following the capture of Antwerp on Sept. 
4, Montgomery (recently promoted to field 
marshal) winced as we did over the sudden 
reappearance of German opposition on his 
front. We knew that Field Marshal Karl von 
Rundstedt had been restored to leadership 
in the west, but the real credit for the stiffen- 
ing belonged to his second in command—a 
Prussian decorated by Hitler the previous 
summer for stopping the Russians on the Vis- 
tula. Field Marek al Walter Model had been 
ordered to the western front to re-establish 
a defensive line. In one of the enemy's more 
resourceful demonstrations of generalship, 
Model stemmed the rout of the Wehrmacht. 
He quieted the panic and reorganized the de- 
moralized German forces into effective 
battle groups. Model miraculously grafted 
a new backbone on the German army. 

Early in September, Montgomery had rea- 
soned that he could finish the war with asingle 
deft stroke from the Rhine all the way to Ber- 
lin across the North Sea Lowland: 
Instead of battering ahead toward 
the Ruhr as part of the three-corps 
offensive to which we had commit- 
ted the First Army, he would pre- 
fer to outflank Model’s new line of 
resistance with a bold dash high to 
the north. This venture was there- 
after to be remembered as the gal- 
lant defeat at Arnhem. 

Had the pious teetotaling Mont- 
gomery wobbled into SHAEF with 
a hangover, I could not have been 
more astonished than I was by the 
daring adventure he proposed. For 
in contrast to the conservative tac- 
tics Montgomery ordinarily chose, 
the Arnhem attack was to be made 
over a 60-mile carpet of airborne

less freely concede that Monty’s plan for Arn- 
hem was one of the most imaginative of the 
war. 

Just as soon as I learned of the plan I tele- 
pice Ike and objected strenuously to it. 
‘or in abandoning our joint offensive Monty 
would slip off on a tangent and le: hold 
ing the bag. But Ike silenced my objections 
he thought the plan a fair gamble. It might 
enable us to outflank the Siczfried Line, per- 
haps even snatch a Rhine River bridgehead. 

My opposition to the Arnhem operation, 
however, was not confined to the British di- 
version of effort. I feared also that Monty in 
his eagerness to get around Model's flank 
might have underestimated German capabil- 
ities on the lower Rhine. Believing the plan 
too ambitious a one for the forces at his dis- 
posal, I would have preferred that Monty de- 
vote hisresources to the Scheldtand the open- 
ing of Antwerp. For not until that port was 
cleared for Allied shipping could we under- 
take an offensive beyond the Rhine. 

On Sunday, Sept. 17, the skies over Hol- 
Jand darkened with aireraft as Licut. General 
Lewis H. Brereton’s recently created air- 
borne army jumped in the first Allied day- 
light drop of the war. I flew up to Monty's 
CP at Brussels later that afternoon where the 
first few crippled C-17s bellied in on emer- 
gency landings. Despite the frequent enemy 
counterattacks against the length of that air- 
borne salient, Monty's armor advanced up 


-<peed column of trucks which moved 


the carpet until on Sept. 20 it rammed across 
the Nijmegen bridge to the east bank of the 
Waal River. 

Between the Waal and Arnhem, however, 
the British Guards Armored Division bogged 
down in the face of steadily mounting en- 
emy resistance. Meanwhile, on the far bank 
of the lower Rhine, the British 1st Airborne 
Division soon found itself pinned in position 
by furious enemy counterattacks. For five 
more days these red-bereted British airborne 
troops clung to that embattled bridgehead 
until on Sept. 25, having despaired of break- 
ing through, Montgomery ordered their with- 
drawal back across the Rhine. Of the 9,000 
British troops who parachuted into that ill- 
fated bridgehead, fewer than 2,500 infiltrated 
back to our lines. 

There is a quality to adversity that sum- 
mons the noblest in British valor, and as a 
result valor often so obscures defeat that acts 
of heroism are remembered long after the de- 
feat is forgotten. Arnhem followed in that 
British tradition. Monty had been turned 
back short of his goal, but so valorous was 
the defeat that the strategic rebuff passed 
unnoticed. 

True, the British had secured a bridgehead 
across the Waal, but it had been won at an in- 
calculable cost. Not until six months later did 
Monty force the Rhine, and then his crossing 
was made almost 50 miles upstream from the 
airborne objective at Arnhem. Meanwhile the 
neglected campaign in the Scheldt Estuary 
was to drag on through October. It was Nov. 
26 before that vital passage was cleared for 
Allied shipping. 


‘0 a man who viewed defensive warfare 
with the scorn of George Patton, the Se] 
tember shutdown came as a bitter and eal 
ing blow. Patton n recanted on his con- 
tention that, had priority in supply been given 
him instead of Monty and Hodges, ‘hird 
Army could have broken through the Saar 
defenses to the Rhine. At the same time Mon- 
ty’s proposal that Third Army be halted per- 
manently on the Moselle while he tramped 
on to Berlin did nothing to appease Patton’s 
unconcealed dislike for the British field mar- 

al, Complete inactivity, however, proved 
too much to expect of Patton. In October 
he undertook an unannounced and unau- 
thorized pecking campaign against the en- 
emy fortress position at Metz. "We're using 
Metz,” he explained, “to blood the new di- 
visions.” Though I was nettled over George’s 
persistence in these forays at Metz, I declined 
to make an issue of it. 

During this period Patton was 
uneasy and fretful; he padded 
about his army like a caged tiger. 
When a corps commander whom 
he had disliked as a result of some 
earlier altercation bivouacked his 
command in the Third Army see: 
tor, George stomped over to the 
command post for a preliminary 
inspection. The more he saw of the 
new headquarters the angrier he 
became. While making his way 
through a darkened corridor in 
the schoolhouse CP, George tripped 
over the inert form of a dozing GI. 
Awakened by Patton’s boot in his 
side, the soldier spluttered in the 
darkness. 

“Dammit you blockhead, watch 
your step. Can’t you see I’m trying 
to sleep?” 
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Patton caught his breath 
and roared, “Well, you're 
the first silly sonuvabitch 
around this place that knows 
what he’s trying to do.”

N Oct. 18, as Aachen was crumpling under the 
First Army's guns, Eisenhower called a strat- 
egy conference at 21st Group headquarters in Brus- 
sels to draft plans for a November offe 

This time Ike cast his vote in favor of a double- 
pronged offe In his plan, 12th Army Group 
was to attack north of the Ardennes Forest with 
the First and Ninth Armies, and south of that 
wooded barrier with the Third. All three were to 
push on to the Rhine and seize crossings there if 
they could. Meanwhile Monty was to clean out his 
sector west of the Meuse where he had previously 
by-passed the enemy on his lunge toward Arnhem. 
Thereafter he was to sweep south from Nijm 
toward the Ruhr down the wedge between th 
Rhine and Meuse rivers. Target date for the 
and Ninth Armies’ offensive was fixed for No: 
Third Army was to go by the 10th 

In preparation for this new offensive I pulled 
Lieut. General William H. Simpson’s Ninth Army 
out of ithe Ardennes and shifted him north of 
Hodges’ First Army, adjacent to Mo 
British front in Holland. When Ninth Army first 
went into the forward line in early October, I had 
moved it into the Ardennes sector that we might 
employ the more experienced First and Third 
Armies in our thrusts to the Rhine. 

To plug the forested Ardennes we brought up Ma- 
jor General Troy H. Middleton's VIII Corps from 
Brest, assigned it to First Army and stretched its 
three infantry divisions and one cavalry group the 
length of that desolate front where it extended for 
more than 90 miles between Hodges’ and Patton’s 
offensives. To backstop these troops we added an ar- 
mored division and Troy placed it in corps reserve. 

Had we wanted to minimize the risk of enemy at- 
tack through Middleton’s thin line in the Ardenn: 


we could have called off Pat- 
ton’s offensive, as Monty 
had proposed, or even bed- 
ded down for the winter the 
length of our Allied line. As 
far as I was concerned either 
alternative was out of the 
question. We would stretch 
Middleton as taut as we 
dared, willingly take our 
risks in the Ardennes and 
employ every available di- 
vision in the November o: 
fensive to kill German 
Thus the Ardennes was d 
liberately thinned to thick- 
en the winter offensive. This 
calculated risk was mine 
and I have never regretted 
having made it. Indeed were 
I to live through that deci- 
sion again, I would make no 
other. To be sure it was not 
the safest choice—but had 
safety been the byword ¢ 
our generalship in France, 
we might have wintered on 
e within sight of the 
ed skeleton of Paris. 
After waiting three days 
for clear skies in his rainy CP at Nancy, Patton 
ed to go ahead without help from theair. With 
only artillery to support his attack he stormed off 
in the rain on the early morning of Nov. 8 with an 
army of 220,000 troops. George intended to force 
the Moselle north of Metz, pinch out that enemy 
strongpoint, advance to the Saar Valley and there 
break through the Siegfried Line. It was 40 
miles from Metz to the Saar Valley, 80 from there 
through the Palatinate to the Rhine. 
Weeks of steady rain had swollen the Moselle to 
a record 20-year flood stage. The torrent washed 
out most of Patton's bridges and for five days he 
supported his army across the Moselle on rafts and 
flimsy assault craft. On Noy, 11 when I telephoned 
George to wish him a happy birthday, he told of 
an engineer company that had struggled for two 
days to string a pontoon bridge across the river. 
On the day it was completed a tank destroyer start- 
ed across the steel planking to the far shore. As it 
neared the end it suddenly veered off the planking 
and snapped the cable anchoring the bridge to the 
shore. In an instant the structure snaked and tum- 
bled off downstream, "The whole damn company 
sat down in the mud,” Patton said, “and bawled 
like babi

The night before the German had dropped 
parachutists behind our lines to cut the roads leading into the north 
flank of his penetration. The drop had miscarried, as most night 
drops do, and enemy paratroopers had been scattered widely. A 
machine-gun jeep was waiting at Verdun to escort me the rest of 
the way. 

On the road into Luxembourg a giant American flag hung from 
the roof of a modest stone cottage. 

“T hope he doesn’t have to take it down,” I said, pointing it 
out to Hansen, 

“You mean we'll stay put in Luxembourg—” 

“You can bet your life we will. I'm not going to budge this CP. 
It would scare everyone else to death.” 

Eisenhower later challenged the wisdom of that resolution. Fear- 
ful that we might lose control should the enemy drive us out and 
destroy our communications, he recommended that we play safe 
and pull back to Verdun. I balked, but not for pride. Any hint of 
withdrawal by army group, I told him, might easily alarm the 
command. It might also incite panic in Luxembourg, cause ref- 
ugees to jam the roads at the very time they were needed for troop 
movements. 


Y the following morning, Dec. 18, the center of our line in the 
Ardennes had been crushed but the shoulders were holding 
firm. General Sepp Dietrich’s main thrust had been blocked by 
First Army at Malmédy. A few miles south of that ridge line the 
7th Armored raced into St. Vith to nose out the SS Panzers driv- 
ing hard for that intersection on the road to Liége. Although Bar- 
ton had been forced to give ground on our right, the timely arrival 
of the 10th Armored Division had steadied his position and the 
shoulder now appeared secure. 

In the center, Lieut. General Hasso-Eccard von Manteuffel’s 
Panzers had smashed through the 28th Division to overrun Mid- 
dleton’s reserves and head for Bastogne almost midway between 
the city of Luxembourg and Liége. To the north of the unluck 
two regiments of the 106th had already been encircled in position. 
The remainder of that newly arrived division was fighting for its 
life at St. Vith. 

My decision to hold Bastogne, at all costs, had been anticipated 
by Middleton even as his front was crumbling to pieces. When I 
called Troy to give him the order to hold that crucial road junc- 
tion, he replied that he had already instructed his troops there to 
dig in. Elements of the 10th Armored Division raced north to Bas- 
togne to reinforce tanks of the 9th Armored in their defense of that 
key position. That evening the 10Ist Airborne Division roared 
into Bastogne after a wild truck ride from Reims while the 82nd 
Airborne continued on north to blunt the penetration that had 
forced its way between Malmédy and St. Vith.

If we could limit von Rundstedt’s penetration to the 35-mile gap 
between Malmédy and Bastogne while holding firm on the shoul- 
ders, we might force the enemy to funnel his strength due west into 
the Ardennes where the terrain would sponge it up. Between those 
two points only three mediocre roads meandered westward toward 
the Meuse.

As the enemy 
drove deeper into the Ardennes searching for an unblocked road 
north to the Meuse, Hodges extended his Tine in a frantic effort to 
contain him. If Sepp Dietrich’s Panzers were to break through that 
wall and drive on to Liége, Hodges would probably have been com- 
pelled to slacken his grip on the Malmédy shoulder. And it was there 
that he saved First Army by holding the enemy's main force to a 
draw. 

But if Hodges could not strike back into the enemy’s northern 
flank, there was nothing to deter Patton from counterattacking 
against the Bulge from the south. Indeed the plight of First Army 
had become so grave that unless Patton soon hurried to its aid wi 
a diversion, we feared Hodges’ line might crack, enabling the enemy 
to pour across the Meuse. 

Meanwhile our situation at the crossroads of Bastogne was rap- 
idly shaping into a major crisis. Manteuffel’s Fifth Panzer Army, 
in the center of von Rundstedt’s offensive, had spilled past that

THESE BEASTS EXISTED ONLY IN MAN’S IMAGINATION 


PAINTED FOR LIFE BY RUDOLF FREUND 


Since man first began to write about his world, his 
literature has been filled with accounts of imag- 
inary monsters, like the ones on these pages. Some, 
like the unicorn, are familiar myths; others, like 
the su (below) are little known. But they have one 
thing in common: they were all supposed to live 
in lands like India and Ethiopia, far away from the 
people who wrote about them. Descriptions have 
been handed down in the “natural histories” of 
the leading Greek and Roman scientists, Aristotle 
and Pliny, in the many medieval animal books, 
in the Travels of the intrepid 14th Century liar, 


Sir John Mandeville. The scientists of those days 
believed in the monsters and got into learned argu- 
ments over them. Modern naturalists, like Willy 
Ley and A. Hyatt Verrill, are interested largely 
in trying to diseover which were simply distort- 
ed portraits of real animals like the rhinoceros and 
which were out-and-out fabrications. This is not 
so easy as it sounds. Take, for instance, an ante- 
lope which is as tall as a house, has the neck of a 
sea serpent, the spots of a leopard and the horns 
of a fawn, and is as mute as a fish, Who would be- 
lieve that there is any such animal as a giraffe? 


The su, or succarath, lived in southernmost 
South America and was, according to a 17th 
Century natural historian, “a most cruel fierce 
beast.” It had the head of a woman, the forelegs 
of a tiger, the hindlegs of a wolf and a voice like 
a broken calliope. But most marvelous of all 
was its huge tail, a sort of palm leaf that could 
be stretched over the frog-faced baby sus to 
protect them from the wind and rain. The Pat- 
agonians, who hunted thesu for its skin, caught 
it by digging deep pits. As soon as it was trapped, 
the proud su at once destroyed its young to 
save them from the ignominy of being captured.

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The Ethiopian yale (or ya-el, meaning moun- 
tain goat in Hebrew) bore a resemblance to the 
antelope family, but Roman naturalists noted 
a few differences. For one thing, it had the tusks 
of a boar. For another, it was as big as a hippo- 
potamus. But the yale’s real distinction was his 
long horns which could wiggle back and forth. 
When fighting, the yale used one horn almost 
exclusively, keeping the other bent backward. 
Then, if the first horn was broken in battle, the 
yale could always produce a second weapon.

‘Though only a foot long, the basilisk was the 
king of the serpents. In ancient times it was be- 
lieved to have a bright white marking on its 
head, but medieval naturalists elaborated this 
into a golden crown. Its breath was instantly 
fatal to all living things, and its face was so hor- 
rible that the very sight of it would kill. But a 
brave man could dispose of a basilisk by back- 
ing up to it, holding his breath and putting a 
mirror in front of its face so that, confronted by 
its own unbearable image, the creature expired. 


‘The ancients catalogued two kinds of gorgons, 
the Medusa, a woman with snakes for hair, and 
the drooling animal shown here. This animal 
lived in Libya on a diet of “poysonful herbs.” 
Its head always drooped so that its mane, the 
only hair on its scaly body, covered the face. 
When attacked, it had only to raise its head 
and breathe, People nearby were “grievously af- 
flicted thereupon. Losing both voyce and sense, 
they fall into lethal and deadly Convulsions.” 


Like the su, the manticore of India had a hu- 
man head. This was a male head equipped with a 
mustache and a triple row of shark’s teeth, 
The lionlike body gave it great speed and power, 
and its terrible teeth and claws were abetted 
by a poisonous tail, the spikes of which could 
be thrown great distances with fearful accu- 
racy. Its voice was a blend of trumpets and Pan- 
pipes, and it had a special appetite for human 
flesh. Ctesias, a physician of ancient Greece, in- 
sisted that the manticore was blood-red in color.

By far the fiercest, fastest and most famous of 
the monsters was the unicorn, found mostly in 
India and Ethiopia. Some mistaken writers de- 
scribe it merely as a horse with a horn, but the 
Romans reported that it had the feet of an ele- 
phant, the head of a stag and the tail of a boar, 
along with the body of a horse. The 3-foot horn 
was not only a deadly weapon useful for spear- 
ing elephants but was also a sure means of avoid- 
ing capture, for a hunted unicorn simply headed 
for the nearest high cliff and dived off, taking 
the shock of the fall on its horn and escaping un- 
hurt. Because of its speed and ferocity a unicorn 
could never be captured alive, but apparently 
dead unicorns were easily come by, for the serap- 
ings of the horn were a common and infallible 
antidote for poisons. As recently as 1741 no Lon- 
don pharmacy could afford to be without it. Some 
authorities have suggested that the unicorn is 
only an exaggerated version of the one-horned 
Indian rhinoceros, but in 1622 a Portuguese Jes- 
uit named Father Jerome Lobo actually saw sev- 
eral unicorns in Abyssinia. Unfortunately, he 
reported, “the prodigious swiftness with which 
the creature runs from one wood into another 
has given me no opportunity of examining it.”

After Smith's death energetic, prac- 
tical Brigham Young (right) took over 
the Mormon leadership, and he and 
his thousands of followers forced their 
way west (above) to establish a new 
home centered near the Great Salt 
Lake. They arrived in 1847, worked 
hard, planted diligently and built the 
prosperous community at Salt Lake 
City. Not all Mormons practiced po- 
lygamy, but Brigham Young himself 
had 19 wives and 56 children.

AT LAST A WARM SANCTUARY 
IN THE SUNNY CHUMBI VALLEY 


Two weeks after they left Lhasa the Dalai La- 
ma’s party filed down from the windy heights 
through precipitous passes into the relatively 
warm and fertile Chumbi valley and 
Yatung, a cluster of villages only 6 mil 
the Indian border. There he rejoined his broth- 
ers and his mother, Gyayum Chhemo, which 
means Great Mother of the Kingdom, who had 
left Lhasa two days ahead of him. 

Tn Yatung the Dalai Lama’s family took up 
their normal life, For a month the Dalai Lama 
resided in the home of the district governor, 
now renamed the Heavenly Palace of Univer- 
sal Light and Peace. However light and peace- 
ful, it proved very cold as it lay in a high-walled 
valley that got few hours of winter sun each day, 
After a few weeks the Dalai Lama moved to the 
Dungkar monastery (above) where he current- 
ly lives in sun-warmed peace (right).

Wherever he went he was offered the yak-butter tea of which the 
betan drinks 30 to 50 cups a day, a fact incomprehensible 
to foreigners since it is made of Chinese tea, boiled in water flavored 
with soda, into which is churned salt and a generous helping of 
sometimes rancid yak butter. 
At every stop the familiar white Tibetan signal of deep 
respect (below), were proffered him or his aides to be blessed by the 
Dalai Lama or even Fooked at by him and returned to the over- 
joyed owner. This Id veneration of such blessed white cloths 
once led to difficulties when the 13th Dalai Lama similarly fled his

How- 
ever, once he had slept in a room in a private house, as he often 
did, that room could never again be used by ordinary beings but 
was preserved as a shrine. 

Such reverence is befitting a god-king whose subjects believe he 
is the reincarnation of the original Buddha and who is “discovered” 
as such by a host of mystic signs. According to Tibetan religion, 
when a Dalai Lama dies his spirit may roam for a time in the “heay- 
enly fields” before reincarnating itself in a newborn child, and it is 
the delicate job of the land’s high lamas to find that child. After 
the 13th Dalai Lama died and was embalmed with salt, his face 
supposedly turned toward the northeast. Rainbows and clouds of a 
certain formation were also seen moving in that direction. So the 
high lamas sought out three boys in northeastern Tibet and sub- 
jected them to physical and occult tests, including the unknowing 
selection of holy objects from an assortment of things. Two-year- 
old Lhamo Dhondup, as he was then known, was thus recognized 
and brought to Lhasa with his family, and the strenuous training 
in Tibet's religion and in his future administrative duties was be- 
gun. The capture of his sacred person by foreigners would be not 
merely a national disaster in Tibet but a religious catastrophe.
